The  iaaOortanoe  of  mutual  explan- 
flloiw  la  reaeblac  a  solution  on  hn- 
t>urtanl  and  pressing  problems  was 
emphaslted  by  Mr.  Percy  Barr,  who 
stated  that  the  student!^  of  the  Uni- 
versity, In  their  cumpslcn  for  better 
provision  for  ths  Unlverttly.  had  con- 
sistently kept  free  from  the  polMoal 
elembat.  Education,  ha  hold,  was 
above  politics,  and  the  students  had 
been  actuated  solely  by  what  they 
considered  to  be  the  beat  Interests  of 
the  people,  not  alone  of  the  present 
but  of  future  generations.  It  waa 
the  hope  of  the  studeata,  ha  auted. 
that  when  the  qtteatloB  aama  bafora 
tha  Hooaa  It  would  reoelva  tha  fun 
sttentlori'  it  dmerved. 

Mr.  Barr  called  attention  to  the 
University  t«an  Act  paaaed  la  Jt^tl 
anthsrlnlBC  tha  Ooverament  to  bor- 
row three  mUlloas  with  which  to 
erect  permanent  University  bulldlnga. 
It  was  estlmiited  that  It  would  cost 
ll.SiO.OOO  to  provide  immediate  lu:- 
commodutlon,  of  which  1 1,410, 000 
would  be  expended  on  permanent 
structuree  which,  thouali  not  elab- 
orate, would  meet  immediate  naadb: 
•  ISMt9  on  bul Mines  whIeH  need  aot 
at  pressnt  ba  permanent;  tSO,000  for 
roads,  etc.,  to  open  up  the  a,000-scre 
tract  with  which  the  Qovernment 
had  endowed  the  University  In  Point

Ths  Point  Orsy  landa  were  not  st 
present  of  great  value,  pointed  out 
Mr.  Barr.  but  It  was  estimated  that 
thn  revenue  from  the  sale  of  those 
lands,  when  developed.  irotOd  take 
rare  of^slM  idnn  aa  arall  as  stipply 
pert  of  the  current'  eapeaaea  of  the 
Institution.
